After carefully examining all the disburse- 


ments and charges against the City during the past 
year, if any expense can be saved, or any branch lop- 
ped off, whereby the burdens of the people may be 


diminished in taxation, they will expect such relief at 
your hands. The report of the City Treasurer which has 
been laid before you will give you a particular state- 
ment of the financial department of the City. 
Thir- 


teen thousand dollars of the city debt fall due the 
present year ; this enormous debt which is sapping 
the very foundations of our existence, ought to be re- 
duced as fast as possible, and I feel confident our fel- 
low citizens will not object to raising this sum by taxes 


the present year, in preference to again resorting" to 
loans and increasing yearly debts for interest ; but to 
your good judgment the whole subject is respectfully 
referred. 


The system adopted two years ago, of allowing a 


discount for prompt payment of taxes has, thus far, 
worked well, and ought, I think, to be continued. 


The amount expended for the support of the poor 


has been so far reduced, that the last year it falls a lit- 
tle short of if 1,500 actually expanded by the city; 
this expense cannot be much farther reduced until 
the great sources of pauperism are entirely dried up. 


It will be for you to decide whether it will be good 
economy to reduce the appropriation for this depart- 
ment still farther, or whether a more liberal policy 
ought to be pursued. 


Our Fire Department has sustained its high char- 


acter for promptness and efficiency, and is always 
ready at a moment's warning to fly to the rescue. To 
no single department are our citizens indebted so deeply 


for important services rendered at the shortest notice, 
and all without the least expectation of any pecuniary 
reward. If we cannot bestow upon them any more val- 
uable consideration, let us bestow, at least, what they 
so richly deserve—our hearty thanks. Two new res- 
ervoirs were added last summer, for the use of this 
department. 
For their farther wants you are referred 


to the report of the Chief Engineer. 


The City Watch have, so far as my knowledge ei- 


tends, been faithful in the discharge of their duty, and 


the continuance of that branch of our police is highly 
important, not only as regards peace and good order 


in our streets, but for safety when fires break out in 
the night; as a few minutes' notice will frequently 
save thousands of dollars from destruction. 


In conclusion, permit me to say, Gentlemen, we are 


bound to exert ourselves to the utmost of our ability, 
to promote the interest and general welfare of those 
we have engaged to serve.
